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The Select Committee on Intelligence has received the Guidance on CIA's : 
Domestic and Overseas Activities issued pursuant to Executive Order 12333. 
Agency personnel have explained the provisions to the Committee's staff. 
and we thank you for this cooperation. i 


We intend to monitor the implementation of the Guidance as part of the 
Committee's regular oversight of intelligence activities. Therefore, we 
request that the Agency work with the Committee to develop practical pro- 
cedures for assuring that the Committee is kept fully and currently in- 
formed of all significant foreign and domestic intelligence activities 
covered by the new Guidance. .We hope these procedures can be designed to 
keep the administrative burden to the minimum necessary for effective 
oversight. One approach would be for the Agency to share with the Com- 
mittee the information and evaluations generated in the course of their 
internal oversight. A system of retrieval of pertinent documents would 
minimize the burden for all concerned. If these procedures are satis- 
factory, it may well be efficient for the Committee to piggyback on them 
for oversight purposes. : 


‘It is most helpful to our oversight responsibility that this Committee 
has received the assurance that we will be notified promptly of any 44 
instance under E.0. 12333, Sec. 2.3(b), where the CIA, within the United 
States, engages in covert collection of significant foreign intelligence 
about U.S. persons.
